I made a trip to India to get speci¬ 
mens of the smaller but more bril¬ 
liantly colored Bengal tigers, My 
chief object was to collect skins of’ 
the beautiful cat for Dr. Charles B. 
Cory, then curator of zoology in the 
Field Museum of Chicago. Dr. 
Cory was also in the market for any¬ 
thing else of value that we conld 
find. I hoped too to bring back some 
living animals for zoological parks 
and traveling menageries. As on 
the former occasion Joe Jackson was 
my hunting companion. 

I shall not tell the story of my 
trip to India; I want only to relate 
one of the incidents of those four 
wonderful months spent in tropical 
forests—an experience that is notable 
not so much for its exciting or dan¬ 
gerous nature as for its novelty and 
for the absurdity of the position in 
which the two of us found ourselves. 

Our first camp was in central 
India on the right bank of the 
Ganges. Late one afternoon while 
we were scouting along a small creek, 
about a mile back from the great 
river, I discovered tiger tracks in'Soft 
ground. Jackson agreed with me 
that a mother and two half-grown 
cubs had made them. The spoor 
could not have been more than 
twenty-four hours old. That night,

That this is a vital question with these 
people goes without saying.

Others are connected 
with the automobile industry and of course 
would be seriously handicap|>ed in earning 
their livelihood were they forbidden to drive. 

The deaf people have many arguments 
in their favor on the point because they 
have proven capable of driving. In one 
particular case in the Wheeling District is 
this well shown. Mr W Norris Herrold has 
been driving for the Holloway family al¬ 
most ever since automobiles were invented. 
He has proven himself to be a careful driver 
and has had many less minor and no major 
collisions or accidents in his long career of 
driving than have many in full possession 
of their faculties.
